On account of the prevalence of la­ 
bor disturbances, strikes and mob 
violence of all kinds in the state at 
the present time the following s u m -j 
mary of a lecture delivered to the I 
state’s guardsmen by Brigadier Gen­ 
eral Barrett at the recent encamp­ 
ment has been printed and copies 
sent to ♦‘ach officer of the state. 
At the moment four companies of 
stat** troops are on riot duty at 
Drumright and the policy of the ad­ 
ministration concerning the conduct; 
of guardsmen at such an emergency, 
is particularly interesting and Im­ 
portant. 
General Barrett said: 
**It is an incident of any form of 
government 
that 
excitement 
over 
teal or fancied grievance* on the 
part of any important element of 
the coni triunity frequently leads to 
the commission of lawless excesses 
on the part of both men and wo­ 
men. 
In out country these clashes 
with 
the law are often 
the out­ 
growth of strikes or other indus­ 
trial disputes and when these out­ 
breaks get beyond the control of the 
police or other local authority, the 
state is called upon to meet force 
with torce and in the event of such 
an emergency, an immediate o r d e r 
follows for the national guard. 
“ Iii this state and in the nation, 
the military power is subject to the 
civil power. 
When the agencies of 
the civil law fail lo function, and 
riot and anarchy threaten to over­ 
whelm communities resulting in the 
destruction of life and property, it 
is the function of the guard at the 
command of the chief executive of 
the stale, to vigorously assume con­ 
trol of the disturbed 
area. over­ 
whelm force with force, if neces­ 
sary, and restore tile orderly pro- 
eetmes of civil government. 
“ Fortunately in this state it has 
not >et been necessary to call out 
the guard to quell a riot or put 
down a local outbreak against the 
law. and let us hope that it may 
never become necessary, but such 
distuibances do occur, and are oc­ 
curring in our sister states and it is 
one ol the strongest argument* for 
a well-disciplined and well-equipped 
national guard, that its existence a s - t jonR 
the strong right arm of government I Rreat 
materially diminishes the danger of 
these sporadic though often skill- 
fully planned outbreaks against the; 
law.

“ It is important then, that c u l ­ 
vers of the national guard should 
examine and carefully consider the 
part which their duty may compel 
them to play in the event of out­ 
breaks against the public peace in 
this state, which might call tor the 
services of the national guard to 
suppress. 
In the first place, I arn 
authorized to say that it will be the 
policy of the present governor and 
commander-in-chief of the guard in 
Oklahoma to refuse a call for the 
guard in every case where it is not 
conclusively shown that local police 
authorities and 
municipal 
govern­ 
ments have exerted their full consti­ 
tutional 
and 
statutory 
powers 
to 
quell the disturbance. 
When the 
guard is called out, it will be in 
sufficient number and will be ex­ 
pected to meet force with force in 
such vigorous manner as will dis­ 
courage any further appeals to mob 
law. 
“ The 
national 
guard 
of 
Okla­ 
homa, under its present couuuand- 
ing officers will not take sides in 
any controversy that 
results in a 
call tor service. 
It is our duty to 
uphold and vindicate the law aud 
in any outbreak in which either or 
both parties to a controversy over­ 
steps the law and appeals lo force, 
thi* guard will be no respecter of 
persons. 
You will never tie sent to 
quell a riot or a mob with unloaded 
guns or blank cartridges. 
('ailing 
out the guard in the ease of an in­ 
surrection or breach of the pence 
will be in Oklahoma an act of last . 
and final resort, and the officers I '** 
and men of the national guard will 
accept 
these 
grave 
responsibilities 
in a becoming spirit. 
"Fortunately in this state, a sol­ 
dier of the state in the lawful dis­ 
charge of 
his duty under 
proper 
orders, will not be held to account 
to other than military authority for 
his proper obedience of orders, and 
this provision of our state has the 
effect of making the Oklahoma na­ 
tional guard a powerful and effi­ 
cient factor in the suppression of 
lawlessness and disorder. 
“ The importance of the national 
guard iii the preservation of our in­ 
stitutions and the principle* of lib­ 
erty and self-government for which 
our 
forefathers 
fought 
and 
made 
such sacrifices, was never so evi­ 
dent as now. when city policemen 
accept with one hand the guerdon 
which binds them to the public ser­ 
vice. while with the other they sign 
an obligation which binds them to 
desert 
the 
public ll) 
its hour of 
need. 
No man who enjoys the ad­ 
vantages of American citizensip has 
a right to obligate himself to any 
organization
